DETAILED ACTION 

Examiner's Comments 

1. A second request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 37 
CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible for 
continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, 
the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's 
submission received on 1/29/2009 has been entered. The pending claims are now 4-10 and 14-27. 

Examiner's Amendment 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or additions be 
unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312.

In claim 17, line 9, the word -of- is inserted immediately preceding "the power supply module"; 
Claim 27 is cancelled. 

Reasons For Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The prior art of record fails to 
anticipate or show in combination all the features of applicant's invention: 

With respect to claims 17 and 18, in combination with all claimed structure of the electric power 
tool housing and mating sleeve of the power supply module, it is the engagement of the form-locking rib 
element of the tool housing that engages a form-locking element of the power supply module in such a 
manner that the two come into contact with one another only toward an end of an insertion travel of the 
power supply module, that is novel over the prior art of record.
